with 2,000 feet of hot water piping for 
heating purpoces during the winter 
months. An additiona! building 24 ieet 
by 30 feet will be erected immediately 
with further extensions as required. 
Mr. Webster has brought four skilled 
workmen from the east and intends vo 
conduct his business in such a way 28 
to keep his hands constantly employed, 
running at fuli time. The contract for 
roofing has been let to Ross Bros. 


—Sinee Monday morning, doubtless 
owing to the improved conditions ot 
the roads, due to the fine dry weather 
of the past few days, the farmers have 
been comi nig to town in considerable 
numbers. On Monday 35 loads of pro- 
duce were weighed on the town scales 
and 32 loads on Tuesday up to 3{p. m. 
At this hour seventeen wagons, owned 
by Galicians, were pulled up on the 
vacant ground behind the Parson’s 
hardware. From the corper of Queen 
<treet thirty-five wagons were in view 
at the same time, while 33 farmers 
wagons were on the market square. A 
large number of hogs are being offer- 
ed at prices ruling ,viz., 5 Lo 5 1-4 cents 
live weight. Hay on Monday ranged 
all the way from $6 to $16 per ton ard 
on Tuesday from $6 to $12. 


—On Morday night Harry B. Spratt 
received the sad news of the death of 
his brother, Lieutenant H. D. Sprait, 
of the 23rd Imperial Yeomanry, who 
was mortally wounded in an engage- 
ment at Mortimer, Cape Colony, on ihe 

2nd June, and died the following day. 
The late Lieut. Spratt joined the City 
Imperial Volunteers, as a private, on 
the 13th January, 1900, and proceeded 
to South Africa, He was wounded in 
an engagement at Jacobsdaal, soon 
after the battle at Bloomfontein. He 
rejoined his regiment on recovery, soon 
after had enteric fever and was inva- 
ded home where he remained less than 
two months. Being offered a commis- 
sion in the 23rd Imperial Yeomanry, 
this brave young soldier returned to 
South Africa and joined Col. Doran’s 
column, engaged skirmishing in Cape 
Colony where operations continued 
actively after the signing of the peace 
terms, the news of which had rot 
reached the command. Mr. Spratt has 
the sympathies of all his friends ir 
the loss of a brother to whom he w:is 
much attached, and who died for the 


empire. 
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BRICFE. 

Few peopie, who se: prick carted 
through the streets of a village or 
city or later on =e* this article of do- 
mestic value in its final position ‘orm- 
ing the main factor in the walls of a 
cottage. mansion Or commercial palace, 
ever give a thought as to the manner 
or process necessary to transform one 
of nature’s products into this form of 
economic value. 

During the week the Bulletin had an 
opportunity of visiting the Edmonton 
brick yards. Every detail connected 
with the daily operations of these “go- 
more or 


ing concerns”, snoula be of 1 a 
less interest to every progressive citir 
zen, for the reasoa that jt is one O° 
the many ingustries ofiered here to 
men of enterprise and capital. 

At the yard on this side, and owned 
by James Little, the first object of 
interest noticed was the old plant, 
which is 2 machine driven by horse 
power, a team walking round and 
round hooked to a drawing beam. The 
clay and sand in a damp state is fed 
to the machine »y hand, ground up, 
forced put and cut into brick by a wire 
frame operated by hand. These mould- 
ed brick are removed on barrows 
and placed under the sheds where they 
dry for eight or nine days before they 
are ready for the kiln. 

. Six men and three horses are neces- 
sary to operate this plant. 

The new plant just installed by Mr. 
Litile was next visied. The Henry Mar- 
tin brick machine is the latest im- 
proved moulding machire known andis 
run in conjunct on with Bairds & Son’s 
patent sanding machine, the sanding 
preventing the moulded clay {from 
<ticking in the moulds. The whole is 
driven by a 20 horse power engine. The 
clay is hauled up toa raised platform, 
with horse and cari, a Spare care be- 
ing left at the pit, to be filled by two 
men. The water for puddling, is rais- 
ed, by steam, to a lank, which holds 
35 barrels. This quantity of water is 
about the daily expenditure. Vive mea 
are required to run the machine, viz.; 
The engineer, 1 feeding the mixer; 1 
mould feeder, who slides the -sanded 
mou!d into the machine; 1 trimmer, 
who receives the moulds leaving the 
machine; 1 deliverer, who turns out the 
five newly made brick from the mould 
on a tray made'of lath. Four men, 
each using a patent double deck spring 
barrow and on which each man loads 
9 trays or forty-‘ive brick, wheel away 
and place the trays on brackets in the 
drying <heds. These drying sheds are 
twenty in number, about eighiy yards 
long, ard are arranged w.th ilaps on 
the roof, to be closed or no! according 
to the weather. They have a capacity 
of 200,000. 

The brick come from the machine 
with cufiicient rapidity io keep all 
hands hustling. 

A newly burot kiln of 150,000 was 
copling and men were busy building a 
large one to be fired at the end of ihe 
week. This kiln ‘is 39 tier high ard 
contains 12 arches or flues. Two men 
were occupied at the building and four 
men wheeling, taking 80 brick per trip. 

The drying requires about 8 days, 
the burning 8 or 9 end 4 or 5 days are 
necessary for cooling. About 65 cords 
of wood are expended in burning a 
kiln. i 
Mr. Little stated that the brick were 
sold) at $8 per thousand at the yard. 

The yard across the river is but a 
ehort distance from the end of the traf 
fic ‘bridge. On visiting this establish- 
ment both Mc. Peter Anderson and Mr. 
James Ross, who gave up considerable 
of their valuable time in order to ex- 
plain everything of interest about the 
premises, were seen, 

Here also were found two machines,— 
one of which is kaown as “the Freese 
wire cut.” It has an average ca- 
pacity of 25,000 iper day and a limit 
of 40,000 per day. The power for this 
machine is supplied from a 75 horse 
power engine, which also furnishes the 
power to run the dry press machine, 

Here the clay is hauled from the pit 
in a truck on a cable tramway which 
carries one and a half cubic yards at 
one time. The water is pumped from 
“Mill Creek” to a tank above the pud- 
dler and is expended at the rate of 40 
barrels per day. 

An engineer, two men and two boys 
operate the machine—a boy receives the 
cable car which dumps the clay on a 
platform, a man attends to the mixer, 
shovelling ic clay on which the neces- 
ary water is turned. One man handles 
the wire machine which cuts 12 brick 
at a stroke, a boy moves the brick from 
the machine, two men wheel away and 
two men set the brick to dry. 


The 14 sheds about 70 yards in length 
with two more to be added will give 
a drying capacity of 250,000. : 

Six men are employed at the pit. 
When the cable car is loaded the bar- 
rows are emptied into a happer, which 
is filled by the time the car returns; 
a trap is then opened and the car re- 
loaded withotit loss of time. 

The “diy press” process is quite dif- 
ferent. A special machine is required 
and the clay has to be thoroughly dry. 
When in the required condition § the 


clay is first put in the grinder, con-" 


sisting of two wheels, the one running 
inside the other, in opposite directions 
and at a very high speed. The ground 
clay is now carried by an ordinary 
elevator to the top of the machine 
where it falls into a sifter, the redyc- 
! ed portion being fel io Lhe compresser 
; through two canvas pipes and the 
tailings returned to the mill to be re- 
; Sround. The -powdered clay falls into 
, the moulds, which are heated by steam 


to prevent sticking. The “pulp” is now 
submitted to 2 pressure of 10,000 Ibs. 
to the spuare inch. As the brick is 
turned out it is quite solid, hard as 
ttone, ard will remain in that condi- 
tion, without cracking, even if not 
fired. 

One of the advantages of this pro- 
cess is that the newly pressed brick can 
go directly from the machine to the 
kiln, thus saving time—a great item 
where the season is so short. When 
burnt it is a pretty brick, very suit- 
able for finishing aud closely resem- 
bles terra cotta, oe 

Moulds are on the premises for shap- 
ing fancy brick of various designs, a 
machine is also ready for the cutting. 
It was expected that the “dry press” 
would be in operation iu a day or two. 

There is a quantity of clay and fine | 
sand on the property, an abundance | 
of water in the creek, while a coal 
seam furnishes ~all the fuel required 
for the engine and domestic purposes. 

The wire cut brick are offered at 
$8 per thousand and the pressed brick 
at $13 per thousand. ; 

Should operations this season prove 
successful some changes aod improve- 
ments are contemplated. These, if car- 
ried out would lengthea the working 
season. . fe 

The brick yard situated on the south 
side, above Walter’s saw. mill, was also 
visited. 

Here there is a compact plant oper- 
ated by the Pollard Brothers, who 
came from Iowa, U. S., about three 
years ago.. , j 

The machine used by them is a Ketts, 
“Brick and Tile combined,” and turn? 
out, what is termed by the trade “stifi 
made” wire cut brick. It is driven by 
a 12 horse power engine, cuts four brick 
at a stroke, and has a capacity of 16,- 
000 per day. 

There are 25 drying sheds, each 55 
yards in length, fitted with reversable 
roofs, which are turned as occasion re- 
quires. Together they have a. capacity 
of 75,000, From 8 to 10 days are al- 
lowed for drying. 

Ths proprietors state that their clay 
bed has a depth of 18 feet with a suf- 
ficient quantity of sand in strata and 
below, Here a cable car, on a 
tramway, if us to carry the clay 
fromthe pit ta the mill. 

Water, of excellent quality, is 
brought down by a pipe from a spring 
in the bank or hill some eight or ten 
feet above the mill site, 


A kiln was in course of construction 
and when ceady to be fired would con- 
tain 225,000 brick, 

The Messrs, Pollard, who in turn 
very kindly gave every possible in 
formation, stated they found regular 
employment for 20 men and that this 
number would probably be increased 
to 22, oi 


As at the other yards the price ask- 
ed is $8 per thousand, z 

It will be noticed that this single in- 
dustry furnishes regular employment 
during the open season, for over 60 
wage earners, and with the present 
prospects of an ever-increasing de- 
mand for this commodity the pay roll 
will increase proportionately. 

The proprietors of these establish- 
anents deserve every success for their 
enterprise.

Fraud in Scrip Deals. 


Several cases of forgery have been 
discovered by J. A. McKenna, the com- 
missioner in charge of the granting of 
terip to the half-breeds and Indians 
These cases are now, iD the hands of 
secret service officers from Ottawa, and 
it is probable that some sensational de- 
velopments will result from their in- 
vestigations, 

“You can just say; thal we are look- 
ing into things,” said: Mr. McKenna to 
a reporter for The Telegram. ‘There 
have been some forgeries, but what we 
will dio about it I am: not in a position 
to say.” ; 

“When will the arrests, if any, be

“I can't say. Dhe facis ate that thiee 
birth cartificates were tampered with, 
and the dates so changed that the indi- 
viduals named on the papers would be 
entitled to scrip he persons involv- 
ed in it live near St, Norbert and St.

forego, for a time at leasi, that which 
mut be the greatest desire of his Ji-e, 
the dearest wish of his heart. The king 
of earth’s greatest realm isin the hands 
of providence, and subject te the laws 
of nature as well as the humblest o* his 
subjects. 

Sometimes this fact is forgotten in 
the desire to do reverence to those In 
high position, and sometimes it is not 
remembered by those whose high posi- 
tion has warped their view of life, : 

How sudden is the change! Four days 
algo the world at large held King Ed- 
ward to be the most fortunate of man- 
kind. Today the pity and sympathy 
of the poorest of the many millions of 
his subjects is not out of place. 

The po:tponement of the coronacion 
dis- 


ceremony and consequently the 
arrangement of all preparations that 
have been made throughout Lbrivain’s 


vast empire, is a very serious matver, 
and shows how doukly serious are the 
causes which coupelled the announce- 
ment of the postponement only two 


days before the event. No doubt ihe 
resources of medical and _ surgical 
science and skill were exhausted in 


the effort to carry the king over’ the 
coronation ceremony. When this 
could not be done the only conclusion 


is that his condition must be most 
critical. 
While every sympathy may 


well be felt and expressed for the kirg, 
as well as hope for his early andi com- 
plete recovery, it 1s fortunate’ that 
should the worst occur there is no pros- 
pect of complication: affecting the 
empire. There is no question as tla 
the succession nor is there the prospect 
of any change in the principles of 
constitutional government which have 
been followed by the present king and 
by his illustrious predecessor. It has 
become the custom lo look upon ihe 
sovereign of Britain as a mere figure 
head. But the man or woman who has 
power to dismiss governments, and dis- 
solve parliaments, whose signature 
alone declares war or makes peace 
must be a good deal more than a fig- 
ure head for goad or ill. Judged by the 
impression created by the present heir 
to the crown during his recent trip 
arcund the world the empire will lose 
nothing by his coming to the throne, 
should that be soon or late.

Now that the value of the coal has

As the account stands at present that 
company has received from the people 
of Canada a bonus of $80,000 a year 
for 20 years, having a capitalized vaijue 
o: $1,000,000; and 6,400 acres of land 
for each of the 295 miles of railway 
constructed, or 1,888,000 acres, equal at 
$3 an acre to $4,664,000. From the 
bondholders they have received $5,458,- 
940. A total of $11,122,940, on a roid 
which they state in the government 
report to have cost $3,717,882. Or io 
put it a little more plainly; for a (rand 
which they allege to have cost $12,605 a 
mile they have received in money or 
money’s worth $37,365 a mile—and 
still they are not satisfied. They have 
already received three times the alleg- 
ed cost of the road in land, money, and 
bonds, and now they want the coal un. 
der the land, The maz who having 
got the earth wanted it fenced, must 
have been a close relative of the C. & 
E, proprietors. Their present effort 
compares most favorably with that of 
the man who having stolen a mill 


came back for the dam. 


For some years past Australia has 


been recognized 25 a strong competilo~ 
' of Canada in agricultural products. 'n 
' England, in South Africa and even ii 
Canada itself Australian farm pro- 
ducts of wheat, butier, oats or mutioa 
have affected the price of the Canadian 
product. But this year Sage is 
likely to be a buyer and not seller of 
food owing to a terrible ahougtt which 
bas struck the north western qwarter 
o? the island. ‘This being the case there 
is a good prospect of a lively market 
for Alberta oats and Barley of this 
season’s growth. Not only s9 but ihe 
fact that shipment must be by a Paci- 
fic port gives Alberta an advantage 
over other parts of Canada and the 
trade compelled to go that way by ex- 
ceptional circumstances this year will 
be to some extent established for other 
and possibly less favorable years to 
come. A letier recently forwarded by 
J. S Larke, commercial agent of the 
Canadian government at Sidney, New 
South Wales, under date of May 19th 
to the secretary of the Winnipeg board 


of trade explains the situaiion very 
fully; ‘ 
“Dear Sir.—New South Wales and 


Queensland are suffering from unpre- 
cedented drought. For seven years 
there has been a partial drought, which 
has affected the interior, but this year 
it has spread to the eastern and coastal 
districts. It is still spreading ard has 
reached portions of Victoria and 
Southern. Australia. It is said that 
forty millions of sheep are slowly 
starving, and the best flocks are being 
preserved only by expensive hand 
feeding. The surplus of breadstuffs 
was e arly shipped out of the common- 
wealth in the anticipaiion that the 
harvest would yield many million more 
bushels than it did. As a consequence 
prices have advanced to figures that 
make importation of some articles pos- 
sible even under the tariff; and, if 
the drought continues, will create a de- 
mand for almost all lines of foodstuffs- 
that will bear transportation. 

The prices to the trade and duties 
on leading articles this day in the 
Sydney market are; Flour, focal, £9 
5s. to £9 10s. per ton. Flour, Mani- 
toba, £12 to £12 5s. per ton. Dnuiy 
£2 10s. per ton. Wheat, local, 4s. 7d. 
to 4s. 8d. per bushel; barley, 4s. 2d. and 
4s, 3d.; oats, 3s. 4d. to 3s. 5d. per 
bushel. Duty on above grain 1s. 64d. 
per cental. 


“The duties are yet under consider- 
ation in parliament; they may be ‘re- 
duced, but it is not probable’ that 
there will be any change. In articles 
where the duties prohibit imporia- 
tion at present there is a very con- 
siderable raw export do the islands 
which the duties fo not affect. The 
Fiji trade, particularly, now that the 
Canadian-Australian steamers make 
Suva a port of call, should be open 
to Canadian exports. | should be 
glad to obtain the names. of 
firms who are prepared to export 
to this market, with yuotations de- 
livered at Suva, Brisbane or Sydney, 
It will be necessary to get through 
freight rates from points of produc- 
tion to destination. The quotations 
will, of course, be subject to fluctu- 
ations of the market, but will be 
valuable in furnishing a fair idea 
where trade is possible. In making 
quotations it must be remembered 
that the Australian standard weight 
of a bushel of dats is 40, and of bar- 
ley 52 lbs. It would be well to mail 
small samples of grain. The butter 
would have to be shipped in cold, and 
the meats and cheese in cool storage,

States firms, which are thoroughly or- 
ganized and secure pest rates direct 
from *he producer to their agents in 
Australia. It is in the hope of se- 
curing some of this trade for Canad- 
ian exporters that I ask the atten- 
tion of your ‘board to this circular 
letter.”

OATS FOR AFRICA. 

The shipment of oats from C. & E. 
points to Seuth Africa by the Brack- 
man-Ker Company was completed on 
Friday, June 13th. And the last of the 
shipment was loaded on the steamer 
Cymbeline at Vancouver on the 2ist,. 
The shipment comprised 4,000 tous or 
196 carloads. In weight the oats ran 
from 39 to 45 pounds, and averaged 42 
pounds per bushel. All were white 
and are pronounced by Mr. Lines, of 
the Brackman-Ker Company, as_ ihe 
finest shipment he had ever made. The 
oats were double sacked at the eleva- 
tors and would go +o Durban, Natal, 
in the same sacks. The work of sack- 
ing was done between the 10th of May 
and the 13th of June, something less 
than thirty working days, and could 
have been done in from ten to twelve 
days had the inspection been suffi- 
ciently prompt. As it was nearly 3,- 
500 sacks per day were filled and load- 
ed on cars. Of theoats shipped 45 cars 
went from Wetaskiwin, 40 from Leduc 


and 111 from Strathcona.

CATTLE SMUGGLING. 


Ottawa, June 20.—Mr. Bourinot, the 


special officer of the customs depart- | 


ment, who bas been in the Northwes- 
Territories for the past three months 
looking into the charge that’ cattle 


ed to. the city. The charge was pre- 
ferred by parties living on the United 
States side of the boundary line. 
“ir. Bourinot has made his report 
to the customs department and it 
bears all the evidence that he and the 
Mounted Policeman Dean and other 
members of the force who were asso- 
ciated with them, did their work well 
and in such a way ss to cause as 
little friction as possible. The result 
of their work was that 600 head of cac- 
tle were seized on ose ranch in the 
Lethbridge district owned by Spencer 
and Co., on which it was charged that 
no duty was paid. It may be that they 
have drifted over. That is generally the 
excuse given. The Spencers have 
ranches on both sides of the line. The 
duty is twenty per cect, but in the 
tase of seizure there may bea fine and 
double duty as well. Each case has 
to be dealt with on its own merits.’ In 
the‘ present instance there is no in- 
tention to deal harshly, the idea b:- 
ing to, in such «. way, put a stop icf thé 
complaints that. smuggling exists. As 
secon as the maiter was broughi to the 
attention of Messrs. Spencer and Co., 
they put up a $10,000 cheque as a bond 
waiting the decision of the govern- 
ment as to the merits of the case. The 
department has the matter in hand 
and it will be disposed of shortly.

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HAIL INSURANCE. 

Wolseley News; The importance of 
the subject is our excuse for again re- 
ferring to matter of hail insurance and 
giving a synopsis of the Territorial hail 
inturanee ordinance, Which came into 
force on January ist. of the present 
year. It provides that the Territorial 
treasurer, may, on behalf of the gov- 
ernment of the Territores, enter jinic 
a contract to insure any growing crop 
of wheat, oats, barley or flax against 
loss or injury to the amount of four 
dollars an acre, ; ~ 


Application must be made in the 
form provided for in the ordinance, a 
copy of which can be had from an 
po: tmaster. ; ' 

Only wheat, oats, barley and flax 
can be insured. Insurance may be 
applied for all or any of the yarie- 
ties of grain mentioned, but not less 
than the whole crop o? any one var- 
iety of grain growing upon any quar- 
ter section or river lot will be insured. 
In this connection special attention is 
called to the last clause in tha form, 
of application. 


With every application inust be for, 
warded the sam of ten cents (or such 
proportionate amount as may be re- 
quired in cases of partial interest) for 
each acre to be insured. 


In cases of insurance of partial in- 
terest, the amount payable to tho 
treasurer and the amount of insurance 
will be proportionate to the interest 
insured. For instance, for a hal{ inter- 
est in a crop the fee will be five cents 
per acre and the maximum indemnity 
two dollars per acre. 


Every contract for insurance stip~ 
ulates that the person whose crop ‘s 
insured is liable for such further pay- 
ment per acre (but not exceeding ten 
cents per acre) as the lieutenant-gov- 
ernor in council may determins te be 
required to defray expenses and pay 
claims for losses for the season. All 
adjusted claims will be paid in full 
without regard to the aggregate re- 
ceipts from 2] sources. Attention is 
directed to ‘the following sections o? 
the hail insurance ordinance.;— 

5. (1) Every application for insurance 
shall be in Form A in the schedule 
hereto; and each such application with 
the receipt of the minister therefor 
shall for all the purposes of this ordin- 
ance be deemed the contract of in- 
surance. 

5. (2) The provisions of this ordinance 
shall be deemed to  b and shail 
form a part of every contract of iz- 
surance. : ’ 

7. (2) No application for insurance 
chal! be accepted from any person who 
has not fully paid up all amounts due 
by him under this ordinance. 

8. (1) Whenever any crop under this 
ordinance is injured by haii, the per- 
son whose interest in such crop is in- 
sured shall forthwith notify the min- 
ister by registered letter, and shall also 
notify such person as may have been 
designated »y the minister for that 
purpose. 

8. (2) Such notification shall be deem- 
ed to be sufficient if made by the in- 
sured persons or by any one else on his 
behalf. 

9. The minister may cause an exam- 
ination to be made from time io time 
of any area reported to have beer a:- 
fected by hail. 

10. (1) The minister shall appraise the 
actwal loss or damage done by hail io 
any crop insured under this ordinance. 

10. (2) In case of loss or injury by hail 
where it “is found that, through error 
or mistake, the number of acres of crop 
on any river lot or quarter section 
forms only a part of the iotal acreage 
under crop on the river lot or quarter 
section and in which the person insured 
has any interest, the minister miy pay 
that percentage of the amount of the 
indemnity payable on account of such 
loss or injury as the area insured is of 
the said total area under crop. 

10. (3) For the purpose of adjustment 
under this ordinance no account shall 
be taken of the value of the crop, and 
in the event of partial loss ths amount 
of compensation to be paid shall bear 
the same proportion to the total 
amount of insurance that the loss 
bears to the total amount of crop. 

11. If any person be not satisfied 
with the appraisement of the minister 
he may have the question of the 
amount of the loss or damage actually 
done to his crop by hail submitted to 
the arbitration of two persons, cne to 
be appointed by himself and one by 
the minister, by notifying ihe minister 
of his dissatisfaction with such ap 
praisement; and such notification shall 
be a submission under The Arbitra- 
tion Ordanance, and the provisions of 
the last mentioned Ordinance shall 
apply thereto.

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CONDITIONS ON THE RANGE. 

Medicine Hat News; Ganeral con- 
ditions in the range coun: ry were nev- 
er better than at the present time. Al- 
most everything which would conduce 
to successful ranching is in evidence. 
The wet month of May, followed by 
copious rains in June have made the 
prairie one mass of glorious feed. This 
condition following the similar  sea- 
son of last year, is producing a stand 
of grass such as we have never before 
had. The results of last year’s natur- 
al seeding are also apparent. On many 
Sections of the range tho cattle came 
through the winter ia only fair con- 
dition and suffered during the cold 
chilly winds of April. While the win- 
ter was an open one, it was probably 
not so favorable to stock as a winter 
when we have more snow and less vari- 
able weather. At the present time 
cattle are putting on flesh with won- 
derful rapidity and are showirg th2e- 
fects of the luxurious and nutritious 
feed. Prospects were never better for 
hay, and with plenty of hay there is 
also being raised on many ranches 
crops of brome grass and grains, the 
ranchers taking advantage. o7 the 
“wet seasons” to supplement the Ra- 
tural hay crop hy a cultivated one. 
The fear of damage by prairie fires is 
Somewhat minimized this year by the 
joint action of the Northwest govern- 
ment and the railway company in 
ploughing fireguards at the proper sea- 
son of the year. 

Cattle prices this year are tip-top 
prices and the heef production has been 
pretty well bought up for later ship- | 
ment. The storm losses reported from | 
different parts of Alnerta recently did | 
not affect this part of the range. While 


we had losses following close in the | 


in the poorest condition, but have had 
favorable conditions since the end of 
April. A good calf crop is reported. 

The horse business never was better. 
The shipments of horses from Medicine 
Hat this year‘to date, are over doubie 
last year’s total shipments. Good pros- 
pects and plenty of work in Manitidba 
and the eastern Territories makes a 
good market for our horses, 

The district is receiving its share, of 
new, settlers and ranches are spring- 
ing up in all directions. The extreme- 
ly inviting appearance of the country, 
after the abundance of rain, no doubt 


inspires the prospective settler with 
the idea that “’twas ever thus.’ The 
country is certainly beautiful now. 


New, settlers will profit by the experi- 
ence oi the old timers who krow the 
climatic vagaries of this district, and 
will this year put up a plentiful supply 
of fodder in the season in which nature 
has been so lavish in providing it. Per-
